U.S. hopes still high 
in Middle East talks

DAMASCUS, Syria — Secretary 
of State James A. Baker III held ex- 
tended talks Wednesday night with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad on a 
U.S. formula to bring peace to the 
Middle East by having Israel give up 
territory in exchange for Arab recog- 
nition. 

Nearing the end of a five-nation 
trip to the Middle East, Baker also 
discussed with Assad a flurry of ru- 
mors regarding American hostages in 
Lebanon and a burgeoning plan to 
guard the Persian Gulf oil fields with 
an alliance of Egyptian, Syrian and 
American troops. The session in As- 
sad’s office completed Baker’s consul- 
tations with the key figures in the 
Arab-Israeli dispute. 

But he added Lebanese Foreign 
Minister Fares Bouez to his schedule 
on Thursday morning before flying to 
Moscow to measure the situation in 
the restive Soviet Union. 

The American and other Western 
hostages are believed to be held in 
Lebanon by Hezbollah, an Iranian- 
backed group, and Baker wants to get 
the latest word from the Beirut gov-

There was no immediate in- 
formation on possible progress from 
the Baker-Assad meeting. 

Meanwhile, Bush said he was en- 
couraged by reports from Baker on 
his separate meetings Tuesday with 
Israeli leaders and a group of 
Palestinians. “I think that the secre- 
tary feels that the climate is now bet- 
ter than it has been in a long time for 
making progress” in the region, Bush 
said in Ottawa, Canada, first stop ona 
diplomatic journey to discuss the 
postwar gulf with the leaders of 
Canada, France and Britain. 

“IT haven’t seen anything pes- 
simistic coming out of the Baker re- 
ports,” Bush said. “There is some 
kind of change,” he said, after the war 
in which the army of one of Israel’s 
enemies was vanquished.

Exxon slapped with 
$100 million fine 


more than 10 million gallons of oil

WASHINGTON (AP) — Exxon 
Corp. on Wednesday settled govern- 
ment claims arising from the nation’s 
worst oil spill by agreeing to pay a 
record $100 million fine for four envi- 
ronmental crimes and to spend an 
additional $900 million to finish 
cleaning up Alaska’s coast. 

The largest settlement of an envi- 
ronmental damage case in U.S. his- 
tory comes after Exxon has already 
spent $2.5 billion on the cleanup. 

The fine is 20 times the previous 
record of $5 million paid by Allied 
Chemical in 1976 for dumping ke- 
pone into the James River in Vir- 
ginia, officials said. 

The civil settlement and guilty 
pleas to the four misdemeanors will 
avert lengthy court fights over the 
March 24, 1989 grounding of the 
tanker Exxon Valdez, which spilled 


Sound. 

Attorney General Dick Thorn- 
burgh said the deal with the federal 
government and the state of 
Alaska “represents a clear and un- 
mistakable signal to those engaged 
in environmental crime that their 
activities are not going to go unno- 
ticed and unprosecuted.” 

The record criminal fine, involv- 
ing one misdemeanor charged 
against Exxon and three others 
charged against its Exxon Ship- 
ping Co. subsidiary, shows that 
“answering for environmental 
spoilage cannot be done simply by 
paying damages,” the attorney 
general said. 

Proceeds from the fine will be 
split 50-50 with the state of Alaska 
to help finance the cleanup. 

By law, the federal share must 
go into the general treasury. 


Pilot reports abuse; 
5 ex-POWs honored

WASHINGTON — The Army’s 
chief of staff bestowed medals on five 
former prisoners of war on Wednes- 
day, lauding their “spirit, courage 
and sacrifice.” An Air Force pilot, 
meanwhile, reported he was physi- 
cally abused while a POW in Iraq. 

“For each of you, Desert Storm has 
a much more personal side,” Gen. 
Carl E. Vuono told former Army 
POWs in a ceremony at Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center. “You have 
paid a steep price in the name of free- 
dom.” 

Separately, Air Force Capt. Mike 


Roberts released a statement in 
which he said he was abused during 
the 44 days he spent as a POW in Iraq. 
“The treatment I received varied 
widely at the four different prisons I 
was held in,” said Roberts, 30, from 
Savannah, Ga. “I experienced physi- 
cal abuse during four separate inter- 
rogations and one forced videotaping, 

but was otherwise not harmed.” 
“Food quality and quantity again 
varied depending on the prison and 
ranged from more than sufficient to a 
starvation diet,” his statement said. 
“During most of the captivity, POWs 
were kept at the same prison in soli-

Abortion in Utah is murder 
unless old lawis amended

Women obtaining illegal abortions 
may face the possibility of being 
charged with murder if Utah legisla- 
tors fail to change a 1983 murder law. 

Gov. Norm Bangerter is expected 
to schedule a special legislative ses- 
sion for mid-April to address Utah’s 
abortion bill and to finalize Utah’s 
newest Lobbyist Disclosure and Reg- 
ulation Act. 

According to a 1983 murder law, 
the intentional killing of an unborn 
child is constituted as murder. Al- 
though unintentional, if upheld this 
law could be applied to women obtain- 
ing illegal abortions. 

Legislators who say such a murder 
ruling is too harsh are making provi- 
sions to amend Utah’s murder law to 
exempt abortion cases. 

Opponents of Utah’s abortion bill, 
such as the American Civil Liberties 


wheelchair, or trying other simulated disabilities. 


Union and.the National Organization 
for Women, say this murder element 
is just one more example of how 
poorly Utah’s abortion bill is written. 

Janet Benshoof, a lawyer for the 
ACLU, said Utah’s law is so poorly 
structured that she doesn’t think it 
could ever pose a legitimate challenge 
to earlier abortion decisions. 

“It is so vague that any judge will 
not even have to reach the privacy 
issues in court,” she said. 

The other issue to be addressed is 
Utah’s Lobbyist Disclosure and Reg- 
ulation Act which passed Utah’s legis- 
lature Feb. 26. The disclosure act re- 
quires lobbyists to report legislative 
expenditures of more than $100 a day. 

Earlier, lobbyists were split on 
their decision regarding this bill’s 
passage in dollar amounts of disclo- 
sures. The issue is whether state-paid 
experts who testify at legislative 
hearings should fall under the cate- 
gory of paid lobbyist expenditures.

Kuwait says war may cost it $100 billion 


UNITED NATIONS — Iraq’s occupation and plunder of Kuwait may cost 
the emirate up to $100 billion in damage, the Kuwaiti U.N. ambassador said 
Wednesday. 

Ambassador Mohammad Abulhasan added that this estimate did not include 
the cost of oil burning at some 600 wells sabotaged by the retreating Iraqi 
army. The estimated six million barrels burning each day are worth about $120 
million. Abulhasan spoke to reporters on his return from a visit to Kuwait to 
compile damage estimates. He said he gave the lists, in Arabic, to the presi- 
dent of the Security Council. 

A precise tally will not be available until Thursday morning, he said, but 
added that the total “might be as much as $100 billion.” 

Meanwhile, the Security Council’s sanctions committee took a step toward 
easing the embargo on food shipments to Iraq by approving the delivery of 
11,000 tons of flour. For the time being, however, the flour will have to be 
stockpiled; it may not be distributed until the committee decides there is a 
humanitarian need for it. 

A U.N. mission is in Baghdad now, evaluating how the world body can meet 
the humanitarian needs of the Iraqi people. 

Abulhasan, the Kuwaiti ambassador, also accused the Iraqi government of 
dragging its feet on releasing detained Kuwaiti civilians and allied prisoners of 
war. 


U.S., Canada will battle oilfield fires 


Firefighters from the United States and Canada are gearing up to try to 
extinguish the hundreds of fires at the Greater Burgan Oil Fields in Kuwait 
that are causing widespread environmental damage. 

Equipment to fight the 600 oil well fires was loaded aboard a U.S. Air Force 
transport plane in Houston Wednesday and was expected to arrive in Kuwait 
Thursday. 

The firefighting won’t start for at least two weeks, U.S. oil industry officials 
said Wednesday. Firefighters will be coordinating distribution of equipment 
and crews during that time. 

Their task is complicated by the strong oil pressure in Kuwait’s fields, 
shortages of water and skilled manpower and by looting of oilfield equipment 
by the Iraqi army. 

Smoke from the fires — many started by Iraqi troops before allied forces 
ousted them from Kuwait — have plunged parts of Kuwait into a perpetual 
night and have caused black rain to fall. 


Neutral nation may speak for Iraq in U.S. 


WASHINGTON — The Iraqi government has asked that another country 
represent its interests in Washington now that diplomatic relations with the 
United States have been broken, the State Department said Wednesday. 

Deputy spokesman Richard Boucher said U.S. officials are discussing possi- 
ble arrangements with the other country, which he refused to identify. 

Iraq broke relations with the United States on Feb. 9, about three weeks 
after the United States began military attacks against Iraqi forces in the 
Persian Gulf. 

Three Iraqi diplomats have remained in Washington to work out details of 
the new arrangement with the third country, known in diplomatic parlance as 
the “protecting power.” 

It is not unusual for two countries that do not have diplomatic relations to 
maintain contact through a protecting power. The Swiss Embassy in Tehran 
has represented U.S. interests in Iran since 1979. 

Another option for Iraq is to open an “interests section” in Washington 
attached toa third country’s embassy. That would permit Iraqi diplomats to be 
based in Washington even in the absence of diplomatic relations. 


Soviets stockpile arms despite treaty 


LONDON — The Soviet Union has shifted more than 10,000 tanks, 4,000 
other armored vehicles and 20,000 artillery pieces to storage depots to escape 
destruction under a conventional arms treaty, Jane’s Defense Weekly re- 
ported Wednesday. 

The magazine said it got the figures from Gen. Harry Soyster, director of 
the U.S. Defense Intelligence Agency. It quoted him as saying the Soviets are 
preparing the equipment for long-term storage east of the Ural Mountains. 

If the equipment were kept west of the Urals, it would have to be destroyed 
under terms of the treaty. 

“This stockpiled equipment would potentially enable the Soviets to fill out 
the lower-strength divisions in the Atlantic-to-the-Urals during a crisis or 
war,” Soyster was quoted as saying. 

Twenty-one nations signed the Conventional Forces in Europe agreement

9 die in Canadian Rockies avalanche 


GOLDEN, British Columbia — An avalanche killed nine skiers Tuesday in 
the Canadian Rockies who had flown in by helicopter to enjoy the virgin snow, 
officials said Wednesday. 

The slide thundered down a slope in the Purcell Mountains of southeastern 
British Columbia Tuesday afternoon, trapping the skiers. 

Martin von Neudegg, lawyer for Canadian Mountain Holidays, which ar- 
ranged the skiers’ trip about 120 miles west of the resort of Banff, Alberta, 
said rescue workers recovered all nine bodies. The names and the nationalities 
of the victims have not yet been released. 

Von Neudegg said the victims had been helicopter skiing, in which skiers 
are flown to remote slopes to enjoy untouched terrain and deep, powdery 
snow. He said the group’s pilot and guide survived. He gave no further details.

Con artists gain 
credit card data

The Better Business Bureau of 
Utah has received reports of individu- 
als who have been calling merchants 
and deceiving them into disclosing in- 
formation concerning certain people 
and their credit cards. 

Bill Beadle, president of Utah’s 
Better Business Bureau, said, “We 
have received reports about con 
artists who are calling merchants and 
lying to receive credit card data on 
consumers.” 

Beadle said the credit card informa- 
tion requested gives cause for serious 
concern. 

“The possibility exists that the in- 
formation could be used for illegal or 
unethical purposes,” he said. 

A local Salt Lake bank is one of 
many businesses that has received 
such a phone call in the last few days. 
“The bank thought it sounded strange 
and gave us a call,” Beadle said. 

The individuals who have been 
making these phone calls contact local 
retail merchants and identify them- 
selves as someone who works with 
the credit card authorization center. 

The caller then states that the com- 
puter has gone down and all of the 
transactions authorized for the past 
few days have been lost. 

Afterward, the caller asks for the 
name, address, credit card number, 
expiration date, amount and autho- 
rization code on all charges that have 
been submitted. 

Beadle said there are some reports 
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of retail employees complying with 
this unusual request. 

He said the request is unusual be- 
cause credit card companies and 
banks would never request the ad- 
dress of a consumer, and they nor- 
mally don’t have problems with com- 
puters crashing. 

Visa International said schemes 
like this one occur frequently. 

Inside a Florida jail a prisoner ob- 
tained a list of credit card account 
numbers and used these numbers to 
place phone orders with catalog and 
mail-order houses. The merchandise 
was shipped to various addresses, 
and the prisoner’s associates would 
sell it and split the proceeds with the 
prisoner. 

In addition, a counterfeiting ring in 
Southern California stole imperfect 
credit cards from a card manufacturer 
and embossed them with active ac- 
count numbers. By the time the coun- 
terfeiters’ shopping spree came to an 
end, they had incurred $2 million in 
fraudulent sales. 

To avoid problems with possible 
credit card schemes, Beadle sug- 
gested consumers always know the 
whereabouts of their credit cards and 
be careful with information and re- 
ceipts concerning their cards. 

Beadle warns merchants to be sure 
to double check any requests for in- 
formation by calling the credit card 
authorization number. 

He also suggests consumers get 
written verification for requests deal- 
ing with information of a sensitive na- 
ture.

East. “The United States doesn’t 
want to start going it alone and I don’t 
think Canada wants to start going 
alone,” he said. 

Bush was careful to say he had no 

evidence that Iran was trying to seize 
Iraqi territory as forces loyal to Sad- 
dam battled rebels. But he was em- 
phatic in warning: “Tran knows our 
view ... that grabbing territory would 
be counter productive and I take this 
opportunity to suggest that that 
would be the worst thing they could 
do. ” 

As for Saddam, Bush said, “It is 
hard to see how Iraq with him at the 
helm can rejoin the family of peace- 
loving nations.” 

The president said damages 
wrought by Iraq’s occupying forces 
on Kuwait will be assessed. “Blame 
has to be put right squarely on his 
shoulders,” he said. 

Bush is expected to visit the Middle 
East soon.

Legislative hearing organized by student¢ns 
to consider updating financial aid criteria Bit:

The United States Student Associ- 
ation will participate Monday in a na- 
tional hearing in Washington D.C. on 
the reauthorization of the Higher Ed- 
ucation Act of 1965 

Selena Dong, USSA’s legislative 
director, said, “We have organized 
this all-student hearing with Senator 
Claiborne Pell (R-R.I.) and Repre- 
sentative William Ford (D-Mich.), 
chairs of the Senate and House Com- 
mittees on Higher Education.” 

“The hearing will deal with the 
reauthorization of the laws that set up 
the structure of financial aid for 
higher education,” said Pierre Baro- 
lette, membership service coordina- 
tor for USSA. “We will help to define, 


in depth, how individuals receive fi- § 


nancial aid.” 

“The reauthorization process can 
take a year or two. What the hearing 
in Washington will do is give us a real 
sense of what students need in educa- 
tion,” Dong said. 

Barolette said the Higher Educa- 
tion Act of 1965 is the act that defines 
the specifications for students receiv- 
ing financial aid — including Pell 
grants and Stafford loans. 

Dong said the USSA Board of Di- 
rectors voted on 10 recommendations 
they will present at the hearing. 

According to an official statement, 
one of the recommendations to be dis- 
cussed at the hearing is funding for 
Pell grants. “Funding of federal grant 
programs has failed to keep up with 
rising college costs. More and more

Utah County possible site 
for fossil fuel exploration

Utah County may soon become the 
site for fossil fuel exploration, if the 
county commissioners approve a 
lease agreement between the county 
and High Plains Energy Company of 
Denver, Colo. 

Utah County engineer Clyde Nay- 
lor said the company has submitted a 
lease proposal for 26.5 acres of land in 
southeastern Utah County, but has 
declined to state specifically what 
they intend to do with the land. 

“They will not say until they get 
their leases,” Naylor said, “because 
they don’t want to give competitors 
information about their plans.” 

The energy company has been leas- 
ing private land in the Kyune Pass 
area for what is presumed to be explo- 
ration for natural gas or oil; the pro- 
posed lease provides for this type of 
exploration. 

County Commissioner Gary Her- 
bert said this type of exploration is 
not a new activity in the area. 

The commission wants to make 
sure the land will be reclaimed, how- 
ever, before signing the lease agree- 
ment. 

They are waiting for a letter from 
the company saying the land will be 
protected. 

The proposed lease would be valid 
for five years. 

If gas or oil is found within that 
time, the lease would be extended un- 
til extraction operations in the area 
cease. :
